Draft’ of Law Treaty Lets

Havana, Jan. 29 (A.P.).—The Amer- 
ican delegation to the Pan-American 


Congress was represented today as con- 


fident that the fundamental views of 


the Washington Government concern- 
ing the scope and attributes of the 


Pan-American Union would be found 


acceptable by the majority of the other 


missions here and would not oblige 
the United States to change the con- 
ciliatory attitude it has maintained so 


far. 
The American delegation was 


other delegations here that it could 


mot agree under any conditions that 


the Pan-American Union be endowed 


with political powers although it was 


ready to concur in any changes of ad- 
ministration of the body which ap- 
peared desirable to other American re- 
publics. 

The presentation of this American 
attitude aroused no resentment among 
delegations here, especially since iden- 
tical views are held by most of the 
major missions, which so have ex- 
pressed themselves publicly already 
The United States, therefore, is viewed 
here as not even being obliged to place 
itself in conflict with other delega- 
tions on the matter. since it can allow 
other representatives to open this 
question, and can throw the weight 
of its approvel to those favoring re- 
tention of a nonpolitical union. 


Will Accept Rotation. 


It was emphasized, however, that, in 
the same spirit in which the Aerican 
delegation accepted the Mexican pro- 
posal for special representations in 
Washington of American Governments 
to the Pan-American Union, so it would 
concur in any other internal rear- 
Tangements of the union which appear 
advisable to a majority of the other 
_ constituent countries. While enter- 
taining its own views on what consti- 
tutes the most efficient organization of 
the union, the American Government 
is understood to believe that Pan- 
American good will could best be 
served by not opposing the wishes of 
the majority. 

It was accordingly intimated today 
that the American delegation would not 
oppose indefinitely, if other countries 
desired them, the further Mexican pro- 
posals regarding the Pan-American 
Union, namely, the yearly rotation in 
alphabetical order of the offices of 
chairman of the governing board and 
of director general to the countries 
represented. 

Disbelief in the wisdom of the new 


proposals, however, probably would be 


registered by the American delegation, 
it was sald today, if their approval 


appeared likely. The Americans, it is 
asserted authoritatively, regarded the 


maintenance of a permanent director 
essential to the continuity of the Pan- 
American Union’s work.

Flier Apologizes to Venezuelan President for Delay 
When He Arrives—Loses 100 Miles on Way 
From Bogota, Colombia. 


Maracay Flying Field, Venezuela, Jan. 
39 (A.P.).—-After being lost in a fog off 
the Venezuelan coast for an hour, 
Charles A. Lindbergh arrived here from 
Bogota, Colombia, at 6 p. m. eastern 
time today. 

Through Charge d’Affaires Engert, of 
the United States Legation, the noted 
flier, who once took letters of introduc- 
tion to France, apologized to President 
Gomez for having kept him waiting at 
the flying field. 

The president answered that hits only 
wish was for the aviator to arrive safely, 
as he had done, in order that he might 
embrace him, as he did when he gave 
him a decoration. 

An anxious crowd had waited at the 
field, 50 miles from the Venezuelan 
capital, about two hours when he was 
reported over Higuerote, some distance 
west of Caracas. He was next seen over 
La Gualira, the port of Caracas, and fol- 


lowed the concrete road from the cap- 
ital to the field. 

As soon as he got out of the plane 
and had been welcomed, he was deco- 
rated with the Order of the Liberator. 
His first thought after being decorated 
was to look back toward his beloved 
Spirit of St. Louis” to see if possibly 
it had been damaged by the crowd. 

The preskient then invited the flyer 
into his car to go to Caracas, but Lind- 
berg asked the president to allow him 
to inspect his ship first and see that it

M’Neill, Healy’s Successor, 
to Have Armed Guard 
in Ireland. 


HOME BEING PROTECTED 


London, Jan. 39 (A.P.).—The Daily 
Mail says the Irish Free State govern- 
ment has discovered a plot against 
James McNeill, successor to Timothy 
Healy as governor genera] of the Free 
State, and consequently when he 
crosses to Ireland from England, where 
he has acted as high commissioner 
from the Free State since 1923, he will 
be accompanied by an armed guard. 

Provisional arrangements had been 
made for McNeill to go to Ireland to- 
morrow, but it was not known tonight 
just when he would depart. 

As soon ac the plot was discovered 
steps were taken to frustrate It, says 
the Daily Mail. Senior officers of Scot- 
land Yard held a conference, after 
which detectives with an intimate 
knowledge of Irish irreconcilables were 
appointed to protect McNeill, and oth- 
ers to watch extremists whose past rec- 
ords bring them urder suspicion. 

A policeman and two detectives were 
stationed tonight in front of McNeill’s 
London house. An armed Free State 
guard is to await McNeill’s arrival in 
Dublin.

Vic Donahey, who ts serving his third 
term as Democratic Governor of Ohio, fs 
a receptive candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomination,.,and, to use his own 
words, “will not say no if the draft is 
applied.” 

He will not actively seek the honor 
of becoming his party’s standard bearer 
in 1928, and, to again use his own ei- 
pression, he will not lift a finger nor 
authorize the expenditure of a dollar in 
his own behalf. But he will neverthe- 
less be a factor at the coming Demo- 
cratic convention, a dark horse candi- 
date, who, according to his friends, may 
be started as a real contender before the 
balloting at Houston is over. And if 
the convention turns out to be a fight 
instead of a frolic, Donahey’s friends 
‘are going to lay their money on him 
as the Democratic candidates—such as 
are left of them in the event of serious 
intraparty strife—come down the home 
stretch. 

Meanwhile, Donahey’s passive candi- 
dacy constitutes an added reason for 
the public to learn and understand 
more about Vic DonaLey and it may 
be incidentally added that he is per- 

aps the least understood or tis most 


public figure in the United States. He 
is known in the State of Ohlo and ad- 
joining States, but for some inexplica- 
ble reason the rest of the country, and 
especially the East, has never had him 
properly introduced.

SUGGESTS LAW LEAGUE 
SHOULD CHANGE NAME 


Fails to Include Other Amend- 
ments, She Says; Official Re- 
plies, Rapping Smith. 


An exchange of letters between Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, of the Demo- 


cratic State committee of New York, 
and Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson, of the 
National Womans Democratic Law En- 
forcement League, was made public 
yesterday, in which Mrs, Roosevelt sug- 
gested changing the name of the law 
enforcement organization unless it 
gives as much attention to enforcing 
other constitutional amendments as it 
does to enforcing the prohibition law 

“I am very much interested in the 
invitation,” Mrs. Roosevelt's letter, 
dated January 10, says, “which you 
sent me to attend the convention in 
Washington on the 9th and 10th of 
the National Woman's Democratic Law 
Enforcement League. It was unfortu- 
nately impossible for me to be in Wash- 
ington, and therefore I want to ask 
you certain things. \ 

“Are you making as great an effort 
to enforce the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments as you are the 
eighteenth? If not, would it not be 
better to change the name of your 
league to a ‘National Woman's Dry En- 
forcement League?’ 

“I happen to be personally absolute- 
ly dry and to believe in the eighteenth 
amendment and the strict Mving up 
to the spirit of the law, but 1 disa- 

with those who consider this 
question the question of vital impor- 
tance today, dnd I also think that 
there is a great deal of muddled think- 
ing, especially amongst certain groups 
of women, as to the manner in which 
to obtain temperance and enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth’ amendment.” 


Mrs. Nicholson's Reply. 


The reply of Mrs. Nicholson reads as 
follows: 

“Because of the speaking engage- 
ments to which I ‘fell heir’ following 
our very successful convention of the 
8th and 10th this is the first oppor- 
tunity I have had to answer your letter 
of the 10th. 

“We favor broadly law enforcement 
with special emphasis on the eight- 
eenth amendment because its viola- 
tion is just now peculiarly flagrant. 

“Gov. Smith is opposed to the eight- 
eenth amendment and no denunciation 
by his adherents of allegedly violations 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments will make respectable his 
contempt for the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

“I regret to see you as one of the 
leading advocates, following the reac- 
tionary Republicans in dragging itn the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments. 
It will no longer serve to intimidate 
dry Southern Democrats. Please sce 
Senator Swanson’s speech for your 
answer, 

“The State and Federal courts wiil 
deal vith violations of the fourteenth 
and +ifteenth amendments. We shall 
deal with Gov Smith*®and those who 
like him oppose national prohibition. 
We are convinced a dry President is de- 
sirable and that the wets have no 
monopoly in nominating candidates 
for the White House.” 


Mrs. Roosevelt Attacks 
Democratic Federation 


New York, Jan. 29 (A.P.).—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt protested today 
against the assumption by women’s or- 
ganizations of names implying that 
their memberships represent important 
blocs of women affillated with either 
of the great political parties. | 

In a letter to Mrs. Mortimer W. West, 
president of the Federation of Demo- 
cratic Women of Washington, she takes 
issue with that organization's stand 
@gainst legislation advocated by the 
Children’s Bureau, and challenges the 
federation’s propriety in using a title 
which “creates the impression that it 
represents the overwhelming sentiment 
of the women of the Democratic party.” 

“Your title implies national mem- 
bership, and a poll of that member- 
ship,” the letter says. “To Democratic 
women in this State and in the Nation, 
your’ attitude toward the Children’s 
Bureau legislation is abhorrent. It 
seems to me a wicked thing for any 
women, daring to call themselves a 
federation, to be so ignorant of the 
good which has been effected by that 
bureau. I believe there are many 
Democratic women who will not wish to 
have it believed that they back the

officials desired, but refused to supply 


the paper on which the diplomas could 
have been printed. 

According to Hargrove, however, Car- 
ter does not have the authority under 
the law to sell material to a private 
commercial establishment. Hargrove. 
who handled the matter for the schools, 
said it would have cost the public 
printer $1,500 to have bought the type 
school authorities wanted, and the job 
was not worth near that. Hargrove 
added that printing office authorities 
were entirely agreeable to turning over 
the work to a private concern. 

According to Laufer, he was forced 
to purchase the type necessary to print 
the diplomas, and yet he performed 
the task at a profit for $225. 

The type, around which the difficulty 
has centered, was selected about a year 
ago by a@ committee made up largely 
of teachers of art and drawing in the 
Schools, and ls known as the “Pencraft” 
design. 

Last year all diplomas were printed tn 
this design for the first time, according 
to Harry O. Hine, secretary of the Board 
of Education. 


Received Wire Approval. 


The work was done by a private 
printer, as at that time no arrangement 
had been effected with the Federal 
Government. The diplomas preptred 
with the “Pencraft” type immediately 
received widespread approval, according 
to Hine, whereas the designs that had 
preceded it had received just as wide- 
spread condemnation. 

It was learned that Carter expects to 
be paid from school funds for the com- 
position work he did prior to the deci- 
Sion of school officials to transfer the 
work to private hands.

ANNEXATION PLAN 


Price Measure Bears on Fight 
Pending Between Alexandria 
and Arlington County. 


ANNEXING CITY TO PAY 
FOR BOND IMPROVEMENT 


Joint Conference Is Called to 
Discuss Proposed Change 
in Old System. 


Special to The Washington Post, 
Richmond, Va., Jan. 29.—Laws gov- 
erning annexation proceedings in this 
State would be amended In at least one 
vital particular by a bill introduced 
in the legislature, which provides for a 
return to the old system of payment 
to counties by cities for public im- 
provements in territory annexed by the 
cities. The bill was introduced by Dele- 


gate James H. Price, of this city, acting 
on behalf of the League of Virginia 
Municipalities. 

The bill, it is belleved by those who 
have studied it, would have a direct 
and important bearing on the pending 
annexation fight between Alexandria 
City and Arlington County. 

Briefly, the bill, if it becomes law 
will require that cities annexing terri- 
tory pay to the county only for public 
improvements in the annexed territory 
which have been constructed by the 
proceeds of bond issues. As the law 
stands at present the cities have to pay 
for all public improvements in any ter- 
ritory annexed. 


Affects Both Sections. 


The importance of the bill to Alex- 
andria and Arlington lIies tin the wide 
discrepancy in the cost of public im- 
provements in the area which Alexan- 
dria wants, which have been built 
from normal income of the county 
and those which have been built 
by bond issues. Virtually all of the 
public improvements in the area be- 
tween 3 and 5 square miles, which 
Alexandria seeks to take from the 
county, have been constructed by funds 
provided by normal tax revenues. 


| Probably the only exceptions are the 


George Mason High School, construct- 
ed by funds from a county bond Issue. 
and.some improvements in the Town of 
Potomac, bullt from funds obtained 
from a bond tssue floated by the town 

Virtually all street and sidewalk im- 
in the affected § area, 
amounting in value to at least $100.,- 
J00, have been constructed from nor- 
mal county income, including its share 
of the gusoline tax. Cities, under the 
law, do not obtain any share of the 
State levied gasoline tax, it being dis- 


| tributed among the counties. Any city.

Radio Appeal Keeps Officers Busy During Saturday’s 
Blizzard—Humane Society Cooperates in Saving 
Horse Exposed to Gale. 


During the recent storm the Wash- 
ington Animal Rescue League was over- 
whelmed with calls for the relief of 
stray and suffering animals lost in the 
storm. At the request of the vice presi- 
dent, Mrs. M. R. Blumenberg, the 
broadcasting stations WRC and WMAL 
had sent out notices that the league 
would be glad to attend to all cases 
of abandoned animals. Responses were 
received from all parts of the city. 

One of the animals rescued was a 
horse that had been hired to an ex- 
press man, who had left it out all 
night during the winter. It stood in 
Saturday's snowstorm until 1 o'clock, 
when some one who had heard the 
radio appeal telephoned to the league. 
The league obtained the aid of an 
officer of the Humane Society, who 
tried to rescue the horse and hold the 
driver at the same time. The driver 
broke away and the humane officer 
stuck to the horse and placed it in a 
warm stable. 

A collie was seen shivering in the 
storm on Dumbarton avenue. The 
snow and ice on its coat dragged it 
down so that it could barely walk. 


One of ite legs had been injured. The 
case was not reported to the league 
until yesterday morning. The dog was 
rescued, dried and fed. The collie had 
no collar or tag. It awaits its owner 
at the league headquarters. 

Another collie, half starved, wandered 
through the storm to finally fall ex- 
hausted in front of 1107 G street south- 
east.

Opposition by Edwards to 
Merchant Marine Meas- 
ure Is Announced.

Another Democrat, Senator Copeland, 
of New York, has been fighting ite 
measure, but otherwise members of the 
minority party are reported to be gen- 
erally in favor of it, along with a group 
of Western Republicans led by Senator 
Jones, of Washington, its author.

He é6aid that probably three 
weeks would intervene before the in- 
could be opened. In the 
meantime Senator Johnson announced

Ohioans Opposed to Govern-| 


ment Usurping State 
Rights, He Says. 


Columbus, Ohio, Jan. 29 (A.P.).— 
The people of Ohio are opposed to the 
| Federal Government usurping’ the 
rights of States in public utilities regu- 
lation. Gov. Vic Donahey declared to- 
day, in commenting on the Senate 
committee meeting tomorrow to con- 
sider the Walsh resolution for an in- 
eee of gas and electric utill- 
les. 

The result of such investigations 
would be legislation which would take 
authority from the States and lodge 
it with Federal commissions in Wash- 
ington, he sald. ° 

“The inevitable result will be that 
regulation of the utilities, the motion 
picture industry, or any other indus- 
try which Congress may choose to in- 
vestigate, will be much farther moved 
from the people,” he said. ~ Instead, 
the tendency should be to get back to 
home rule, he asserted.

War on High Seas. 


The provisions in the draft treaty 
recommended for maritime neutrality 


/are sweeping and designed to alter pro-

The first article says that other 
States in case of hostilities “shall con- 
sider it a duty to remain neutral,” al- 
though ready to offer good offices.

serve instructions given. Submarines 
are specifically mentioned as included 
in this article. 

The draft says that only State acts 
of assistance to belligerents shall be a 
violation of neutrality, leaving to 
private individuals freedom in their 
commercial activities.

States are obliged to refuse belliger- 
ents credits or'‘loans and are forbidden

The threat of another Senate move 
to force a revision of tariff schedules 
this session was followed yesterday by 
a declaration from Representative Til- 


son, of Connecticut, the Republican 
House leader, against any readjustment 
of import duties at the present time. 

Supporting the position of President 
Coolidge, Tilson said that attempted 
tariff revision four months before the 
first of the big political conventions 
“would in all human probability mean 
the beginning of a task that could not 
be completed before the presidential 
election.’’ 

In addition to reports from the Sen- 
ate of a move by the Democrats and 
Republican independents to attach 
tariff revision legislation to the tax 
reduction bill when that measure 
reaches the floor, Republican leaders 
also are faced with a demand from the 
House Republican farm bloc for a re- 
vision upward of the import duties on 
agricultural products. 


Proposition Held tl-Timed. 
Administration forces in the House 


where tariff legislation must originate 


were successful in sidetracking the re- 
cent Senate request for a downward 
revision of “excessive” tariff rates, and 
Tilson yesterday declared that a move 
as that suggested by the Senate would 
be ill-advised at the present. 

“A productive tariff has become what 
we may call the accepted American pol- 
icy,” he said, “so that while rates may 
well be changed as conditions change, 
the policy itself should not be altered 
or endangered. Whenever ihe tariff is 
revised it shoul be revised by its friends, 
s> that it may be done along protection 
lines and on protectionist principles. 

“The tariff is, in fact, a business mat- 
ter, and any revision of it should be 
made in as nearly a business manner 
as possible. It should not be unde-- 
taken except under favorable circum- 
stances, because even when carried out 
under the most favorable conditions 
there is apt to result some business dis- 


’ turbance. 


Revision Later Expected. 


“Such revision should be removed as 
far as possible from the influence of 
politics and carried on as nearly as 
possible on business principles. 

“Changes in conditions of production 
at home and abroad have occurred 
since the last tariff revision in 1922 
that doubtless call for certain readjust- 
ments of rates, but a partial revision 
of any one schedule is impracticable 
under existing conditions. 

“It may be safely taken for granted. 
however, that all who believe in pro- 
tection as a principle will favor such 


_ readjustment of rates in due time as 


will accord with changed conditions, 
whether it be the products of our basic 
industry, agriculture, or some other 
product of American labor, that shall 
be reasonably and adequately protected 
in competition with the product of 
foreign labor. 

“Meanwhile the flexible provisions of 
the present tariff law should be utilized 
freely in proper cases. And the relief 
provided should be granted as expedi- 


_tiously as possible.”

As he himself expresses it, he 
is just a plain man trying to do his 
job in the best way he knows of. 


He is a heavyweight built along the 
lines of Jim Corbett, stands 6,feet 1% 
inches and wéighs 200 pounds almost 
to the dot. He has chestnut-colored 
hair, which he parts on the side and 
wears combed back pompadour style. 
His eyes, with a hazel tint merging 
with greenish-blue, are not large but 
are very expressive and appear to 
sparkle and twinkle as they radiate in- 
tense emotions. His facility of ex- 
pression and ready flow of words sug- 
eest that some of his ancestors may 
have kissed the blarney stone in days 
gone by. 

But everything Donahey says has a 
point, a directness and an easily un- 
derstandabie meaning. As Donahey’s 
active mind radiates his thoughts, the 
words just flow out naturally and rap- 
idly and you never feel that he cares 
much about his choice of words or ex- 
pressions. 


Violates Rules of Grammar. 


For example, habits of earlier days 
when Donahey was rubbing elbows with 
‘the plain people and pursuing his work 
as printer probably account for the 
fact that he cheerfully violates the rules 
of grammar when he becomes more in- 
terested in what he is saying than in 
the words he is using. He reserves the 
right to sprinkle his conversation with 
occasional “have-wents” and “have- 
cames” and doubtless knows that some 
of the elite political leaders of his own 
party in his own State have, figuratively 
| Speaking, thrown up their arms in holy 
horror at the performance. 

It is well known that former Secre- 
tary of War Newton D. Baker finds it 
difficult to accustom his sense of the 
artistic proprieties to some of the rough 
and ready phrases which Donahey uses. 
But Vic Donahey’s friends only smile 
and attempt no defense. They even 
suggest that this little irregularity in 
Donahey s case may be regarded as an 
added proof of his real worth to the 
State of Ohio. In other words, they 
contend that if a man can rise to the 
heights which Donahey has reached and 
still preserve the “have wents” and 
“have cames” of his early days it shows 
that the caliber of Donahey’s service to 
the people transcends in public estime- 
tion any consideration of such minor 
matters as grammatical irregularities. 

Donahey dresses well but is not the 
type that bothers about having his 
clothes frequently pressed or his shoes 
highly polished. He is neither con- 
spicuous or otherwise in the matter of 
dress. I noted that the upper pocket 
of his brownish gray suit bulged with 
stoglies.

The Donahey pardons are not con- | 
fined to prohibition cases. The fact 
that a man has been convicted of mur- 
der or another brand of felony does 
not bar the door to an executive par- 


cepting for the lieutenant governor, he 
was the only Democrat elected. 

Then came the election of 1924, when 
Calvin Coolidge swept the State of 
Ohio by a plurality of 689,000. It was 
a Republican landslide for State offi- 
cers, with a single exception. Vic 
Donahey had conducted practically no 
campaign for reelection and had made 
only four fifteen-minute addresses over 
the,.radio. But when the votes were 
counted it was found that Donahey 
had been reelected by a plurality of 
more than 176,000. He was reelected 
for a third successive term in 1926, 
thereby achieving something never be- 
fore achieved in the hundred and 
twenty-five years of Ohio history. 


His Record, Secret of Success. 


What is the secret? one may well ask. 
Donahey himself says he does not 
know how to explain it unless it is 
that the people have been guided by 
the record which has radiated day by 
day from his work at the State office. 
He admits that the general policies he 
has followed in his political career 
must have had a strong appeal to the 
voters. 

In the first place, Donahey explains 
that he believes in constructive rather 
than destructive policies so far as po- 
litical promises are concerned. He as- 
sumes that the voters have common 
sense enough to know that he will in- 
sist upon common honesty, weed out 
graft if it Is found and veto legislation 
not in the interest of the people. And 
he can veto legislation that he doesn’t 
like as fast as Republican” legislators 
can pass the bills. 

Therefore, Donahey does not waste 
time attacking alleged graft or Repub- 
lican corruption or wastefulness. He 
has no use for so-called claptrap, vote- 
catching speeches. He believes the in- 
telligent voters see through this sort 
of tactics and assumes that a candidate 
has nothing worth while of a construc- 
tive nature to offer if he spends. his 
time attacking the opposition. Be- 
sides, he does not assume that the 
voters can be convinced that a candi- 
date who does nothing but attack the 
opposition can guarantee any remedy 
against the abuses he is advertising.

“What about the liquor question, the 
wet and dry issue?”

No one can study Vic Donahey’s 
character and examine his record of 
achievement without wondering what 
it is that constitutes the secret of his 
political success.

He is not the bene- 
ficiary of a well-oiled dominant polit- 
ical organization. He does not travel 
extensively and advertise his own 
qualifications or seek the Himelight on 
all occasions.

His friends vir- 
tually forced him to take the Demo- 
cratic nomination for auditor of the 
State and he was elected in the Demo- 
cratic sweep of 1912, when James M. 
Cox became governor. His efficient 
and money-saving administration 
brought his reelection in 1916 bw near- 
ly 50,000 majority. 

Democrats petitioned him to _ be- 
come a candidate for governor in 1920, 
and, after being nominated in the pri- 
maries, he was defeated by Harry L

THE UTILITY INQUIRY, 

If it is the desire of Congress to ascertain 
facts regarding the public utility industry 
upon which to base legislation, and not merely 
to stir up sensations for political purposes 
during the presidential campaign, the object 
can be attained by directing the Federal Trade 
Commission to gather the facts desired. The 
commission was created for such purposes, and 
it has already made investigations of the 
utilities which would serve as the foundation 
for broader research. 


Congress can exert iis authority over inter- | 
| tuation and other radio discoveries, 


state utility operations. It can not enter the 
field of intrastate operations. An investigation 
by Congress of intrastate utilities would serve 
no useful purpose and might tend to compli- 
cate an already confused situation. The States 
will continue to control operations wholly 
within their boundaries, and will be sustained 
in this action by the courts, 
Congress to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Government regulation of interstate utilities 
is a necessity. The development of power is 
reaching enormous proportions. The experience 
gained in the evolution of railroad regulation 
ought to be utilized by Congress so that mis- 
takes in legislation may be avoided. The line 
between national and State jurisdiction is 
clearly drawn in railroad regulation, and can 
be as clearly drawn in utility regulation. 

A thorough and impartial study of the 
utility situation is requisite to the enactment 
of suitable legislation. This study can not be 
adequately made by a Congress committee, 
whose members are distracted by other equally 
important duties. Individuals in such com- 
mittees may have acquired some familiarity 
with utility questions, but it is too much to 
expect all legislators to become experts in this 
Special field. In the field of railroading, for 
example, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
is acknowledged to be far better qualified to 
furnish facts upon which to base legislation 
than a temporary committee of Congress 
could possibly be. ‘ 

In his book, ‘“‘Main Street and Wall Street,” 
Prof. William Z. Ripley suggests that precise 
data are called for in order that legislation 
may be practicable; and he adds: 


The surest source of disinterested 
illumination would be a comprehensive 
examination into the whole subject of 
public utilities, preferably under the 
authority of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion or some other board temporarily 
- ereated for the purpose. 


The board ‘‘created for the purpose’’ already 
éxists. It is the Federal Trade Commission. 
It has its staff of experts who haye only re- 
cently investigated certain phases of this great 
subject. If the Federal Trade Commission is 
not to be employed in such inquiries as the 
one proposed it should be abolished. The cre- 
ation of special commissions and committees 
to perform work already performed in part by 
permanent and impartial commissions merely 
confuses the situation and retards the work 
of devising intelligent and effective legislation. 


SPEED, BUT WHAT OF IT? 


American engineering skill has produced an 
automobile designed to set a new record for 
speed on land. The goal of the new creation 
is to better the mark of 203 miles an hour 
made by Maj. H. O. D. Segrave, of London, on 
Daytona Beach last year. The expectation of 
the builders and promoters is that the specially 
built automobile will travel at a rate of 220 
miles an hour. According to one description 
the car can not move at less than 60 miles an 
hour. It is capable of 160 miles in second 
gear. The rear axle alone cost $20,000. 

- The motoring public may well ask what is 
to be gained by tests such as these. Unwise as 
it is to be too skeptical as to the possibilities 
of the future, it is hard to imagine the day 
when the roads of the country will be oper to 
a‘machine which can not be throttled down to 
less than 60 miles an hour, or the stretch upon 
which it will be possible to travel at the car's 
greatest speed. Scientific curiosity may, of 
course, be first aroused and then satisfied by 
such. experiments, but the practical resulgs 
are not apparent. What engineering lesson 
was learned from Maj. Segrave’s daredevil 
feat? 

Automotive engineers already acknowledge 
that in satisfying the American craving for 
speed in stock cars they have sacrificed a cer- 
tain amount of durability. The seventy, 
eighty or ninety miles an hour which le 
apter the hoods of most machines these days 

re put there at the expense of longer life. 
The automobile industry is able to produce a 
car which would possess prolonged life, yield 
greater mileage per gallon of gas but would 
be limited in speed to something in the neigh- 
borhood of 30 milés an hour. 

. The public is not ready to accept an auto- 
niatic brake upon its craving for speed, but it 
certainly does not need the swift nightmare 
that has been recently designed. . Not even 
ihe strain that 220 miles an hour put upon 
‘metal and man can be used for comparative 
purposes since similar conditions are not even 
approximated.

WHAT IS THE RADIO TRUST? 


Newspaper headlines and congressional 
hearings are calling attention to the evolu- 
tion of the “‘radio trust.” A group of corpora- 
tions centered chiefly about the Radio Corpora- 
tin of America is alleged to be trying to mo- 
nopolize the air, The Radio Corporation was 
formed by the pooling of the wireless patents 
of the General Electric Co., the Westinghouse 
Blectric & Manufacturing Co., and the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co., as well as 
a number of smaller companies, . This combi- 
nation has been supplemented by the organ- 
ization of a broadcasting company which con- 
trols the country’s most important radio 
chains. Other companies have been formed by 
the same interests to control other impor- 
tant radio flelds. If these interests are not 
seeking a monopoly of the most revolutionary 
art of this modern age, what constitutes 
monopoly? 

It is charged that this ‘‘radio trust” 
ing in six ways to monopolize the air: 

1. By obtaining for the broadcasting. sta- 
tions on its ‘“‘chains’’ the lion’s share of the 
best wave lengths which have been cleared for 
them by the Federal Radio Commission. 

2. By controlling through the wire system 
of one of its principal organizers all of the 
“hook-ups” between chain stations, as well as 
the “hook-up” between the transmitters, 
whether chain stations or independents, and 
the programs broadcast from outside of their 
own studios. 

3. By a monopoly of the manufacture of all 
broadcasting machinery, thus requiring broad- 
casters to get licenses from the ‘‘trust’’ before 
they can have their stations built or equipped. 

4. By a claimed monopoly of patents for 
radio receiving apparatus under which they 
collect dividends or royalties from the manu- 
facture of three-fourths of the receiving sets 
built in the United States. 

5. By an attempt to obtain a control of the 
important short-wave channels whose develop- 
ment has only begun. 

6. By acquiring control of inventions 
ing to television,

FEWER AIR ACCIDENTS. 

The Navy Department has 
through a study of airplane accidents 
their causes that the plane of today is 75 
per cent safer in a Crash than the ship of 
former years and that more than two-thirds 
of the accidents attributed to engine failure 
are not a fundamental fault of the motor but 
can be traced directly to faulty operation, 
maintenance or inspection. Of greater im- 
portance, however, is the fact brought out as 
a result of the study that most accidents are 
caused by human error. 

The statement is encouraging. The human 
factor always will be of paramount importance 
in airplane operation. An airplane, more than 
any other transportation agent, must always 
be under the complete control of an individual. 
If he misjudges, or fails in any manner or 
means, trouble is bound to result. On the 
other hand, the world is producing better 
pilots all the time, and is giving them better 
equipment, mechanical and scientific, and 
greater meteorological knowledge with which 
to pilot their ships. The process of producing 
thoroughly capable pilots will be speeded as 
the coming generation takes its place. One 
need only look at the average automobile 
driver who learned to operate his machine 
late in life, as compared with the younger 
man or woman to whom the automobile al- 
ways has been a commonplace, to realize what 
habit will mean in airplane operation. 

In the meantime, the Navy announces’ that 
it will bend every effort toward increasing the 
time its pilots spend-in the air, so that they 
can gain the experience that prevents acci- 
dents. A similar process is going on through- 
out the aviation industry. The country may 
confidently expect a reduction in aviation acci- 
dents as time goes on.

THE KING’S NEW SHILLING. 

The new British coins bearing designs that 
have caused many loyal subjects to bellow with 
rage, notably the Welsh, whose national em- 
blem, the leek, is not represented therein, has 
set collectors carefully on.the watch for any 
irregularities in the ‘‘first editions’? which will 
be subsequently corrected, thus leaving valu- 
able curiosities behind. 

The present situation recalls the travail the 
Commonwealth went through in its efforts to 
introduce new money. After the execution of 
Charles I, the Cromwellian parliament was 
determined to do away with every semblance of 
royalty. It therefore set itself to devise a 
new coinage and produced something startling 


to behold. Nearly all of the coins of Crom- 
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well carried in the center a port cross of St. 
George on a shield and on the reverse, the 
cross and an Irish harp. The gold coins of 
the Commonwealth were in 20, 10 and 5 shil- 
ling pieces and were called “broads,” “half- 
broads” and “‘quarter-broads.”’ Each bore the 
legend “God with us,’”’ the value of the coin 
being expressed in Roman numerals. The 
silver coins were of substantially the same 
type the shield on the obverse being sur- 
rounded with wreaths of palm and olive. The 
silver coins were crowns, half-crowns, shil- 
lings, six-pence, half-groats, pennies and half- 
pennies, 

The authorities had a dreadful time trying 
to get its money accepted by the public. The 
bankers and merchants balked from the start 
and calmly continued to deal in crowns and 
charles heads, while out in the provinces the 
rude country folk simply declined to discuss 
the matter. To them, a piece of money bore 
when it didn’t, it was not money. 
By the time resistance had begun to break 
down the Commonwealth went out of business, 
and the government of Charles II lost no time 
in supplanting the base prodpcts of a Puritan 
mint. The relics are, of course, of immense 
value in the eyes of all coin collectors, who 
now regard the latest venture with fond hopes 
that it may prove a failure, 


PASS THE TYSON BILL! 


With favorable reports from committees in 
both the Senate and the House on the Tyson- 
Fitzgerald bill, there should be no longer delay 
by Congress in passing the measure to grant 
retirement privileges to the disabled former 
emergency officers of the war-time Army, 

While the regular, reserve and provisional 
officers of the Navy and Marines and the regu- 
lar and provisional officers of the Army have 
been retired on disabilities, this same right 
has been denied only one class, the emergency 
officers of the Army.

Yester- 
day two new boats left the port of New York, 
each built in this eountry, and each starting 
her maiden yovage. One of them, the 
a steamer of the Southern Pacific Line, 
took out nearly 400 passengers, bound for 
New Orleans. She was built at Kearny, N. J., 
at a cost of $2,400,000, and she is said to be 
equipped with the latest devices for the safety 
and comfort of travelers. Her gross tonnage 
is 8,100. 

The other vessel, the electrically driven 
California, of 22,000 tons, is the largest vessel 
ever built in the United States. She took out 
nearly 800 passengers, bound for the Pacific 
Coast through the Panama Canal. The great- 
est interest is taken in this ship by experts in 
ship-design, electric power installations and 
ocean travel, because of the new uses to which 
electricity has been put in the fleld of marine 
construction, and many such are on board to 
see for themselves how the ship will meet the 
demands made upon her. This voyage may 
mark a new era in the building of ships, for 
the owners of the California; namely, the 
Panama-Pacific Line, are planning two sister 
Ships, if jhis pioneer one comes up to expecta- 
tions, and, in that event, it is reasonable to 
suppose that the practice will have a wide 
spread.

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A VAGRANT ISLAND. 


For the gradual disappearance of. an island 
off the coast of New Jersey, recently figured 
in press dispatches, some consolation may be 
afforded its pained proprietor when he reflects 
upon the yagaries of Falcon Island. This last, 
which ig nominally of the Tonga group 
in the South Pacific, has played hide-and-seek 
for some 34 years. It has not, apparently, the 
slightest idea of remaining where it belongs 
and its eccentric movements have caused the 
Mapmakers and hydrographical surveyors to 
tear their hair.

There- 
upon the island vanished. For the last twenty 
years it has appeared whenever the mood 
seized it. 

After a prolonged jaunt over the Pacific 
Falcon has again appeared and has taken up 
a position some 45 miles north, of the re- 
spectable Isle of Nukuolofa. The crew of

report that its present length is one mile and

apparent than the thinning ranks 
of negro jockeys, once supreme on the 
American turf, and every year sees & 
perceptible decrease in th: number of 
colored riders. 
Rarely does one see a negro jockey 
under colors on the American race 
courses these days unless the field is 
large and there is a wide choice of 
mounts. Looking back over a period 
of thirty years the best of them were 
colored and we find such names as 
“Monk” Overton, “Soup” Perkins, Isaac 
Murphy, Tom Britton, Isaac Lewis, 
“Tiny” Williams, “Pike” Barnes, Willie 
Simms, Jimmy Lee, A. Clayton Tony 
Hamilton and others, listed in the ‘hall 
of fame as the turf’s premier jockeys. 
Most of these old time boys were 
products of the South, the majority of 
them claiming to be “bred in ole Kain- 
tucky.” Hany changes have occurred 
and the race courses have seen the 
passing of these “darkics.” 


When the sport of racing grew 
in favor, the negro riders were un- 
seated by ambitious white boys 
who were taught the art of piloting

number apprenticed. The colored 
boys thereafter had few chances, 


With the passing of the colored 
jockeys, we also find the passing of 
the exercise boy and the veteran negro 
trainers.

The records and ac’ *vements of e 
negro rider provides a wealth of in- 
t2est. There will never be a day in 
racing history to equal the day Billy 
Walker rode Ten Broeck and defeated 
Molly McCarthy in that famous 4-mile 
race at Churchill Downs, on the 4th 
of July, 1878. Walker ~as an expert 
On pedigrees and could call offhand 
the blood lines of any ‘orse in the 
Blue Grass State. 

Billy had a brother named Chuck 
Walker, trainer for John E. Madden.

Perhaps in ait 1 the history of the 
turf no name has stood out like 
that of Isaac Murphy. He was a 
national figure, and his name and 
fame was known to every one.

What is the definition of “loose ime 
| pediment” and what does ihe rule book 
' say should be done about it? 


By BOBBY CRUICKSHANK

The term “loose impediment” de- 
notes any obstructions not fixed or 
srowing and includes dung, wormasts, 
molehills, anthills, snow, ice and loose 
stones. 

Rule 12 says: 

1. Any loose impediment lying within 
a club length of the ball and not being 
in or touching a hazard, may be re- 
moved without penalty; if the ball 
move after any such loose impediment 
nat been touched by the player, his 
partner or either of their caddies, the 
slayer shall be deemed to have caused 
the ball to move and the penalty shall 
be one stroke. 

2. A loose impediment lying more 
‘han a club length from the ball may 
not be moved under penalty of loss of 
hole, unless the loose impediment be on 
he putting green.

DF BUSINESS AGAIN 
FEATURES REPORTS 


Improvement Is Most Appar- 
ent in So-Called Heavy 
Industries. 


BIG STRIDES ARE MADE 
IN AUTOMOBILE TRADE 


Lumbermen Prepare for Large 
Demand—tTextile Buy- 
ing Is Limited. 


New York, Jan. 29 (A.P.).—Gradual 
expansion of American business again 
was evident last week. As in other pe- 
rlods earlier in the month, improve- 
ment was most apparent in the so- 
called heavy industries, the steel trade 
making the most noticeable strides. 


The revival in the steel industry has 
been In progress for several weeks fol- 
lowing the steady ebb of last year. The 
usual picking up of demand for ratlway 
materials developed somewhat earlter 
than usual this year and was largely 
responsible for a stepping up of opera- 
tions of mills. Automobile steel has 
moved with gratifying briskness, and 
improvement of the buying power of 
agricultural communities has led to a 
growing demand for steel by farm im- 
plement manufacturers. 

Steel men predict that the market 
for structural materials will be partic- 
ularly good throughout 1928, pointing 
to large engineering projects planned 
and under way, and to probabilities 
that the building industry will do at 
least as well as in 1927, 


Firming Price Tendency. 


A firming price tendency has accom- 
panied the increased consumption of 
steel products, which continues to be 
largely of a hand-to-mouth character. 
and therefore indicative of a general 
widening of activities. 

Probabilities that four large steel 
making companies will be consolidated 
into two became stronger when officials 
of Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co. -an- 
nounced terms of the proposed merger 
with Inland, and stockholders of the 
Republic Iron & Steel Co. approved the 
projected consolidation with Trumbull 


| Steel. 


The automobile industry continued 
to make strides, partly in response to 
the development of the seasonal de- 
mand for cars and partly in further 
reflection of price reductions and the 
introductio of new models. 

The principal development in the fuel 
production field was the announcement 
of plans to combine about twenty bi- 
tuminous coal mining companies in the 
Virginia-West Virginia district. 

The lumber trade was preparing for 
the usual spring expansion in bullding 
activities, with comparatively 
change from last week. 

Buying in the textile branch was still 
limited, but inquiries were becoming 
more numerous in the principal mar- 
kets.

more than Leningrad and Moscow was | 


made graphically plain by E. M. New- 
man at the National last night when 
he traced a travelogue course down the 
Volga River to the Crimea, visiting on 
the way the autonomous republics of 
the Caucasus and Georgia. 

With the musical accompaniment of

the changes wrought in the great Volga 
Valley as a result of the revolution 
and showed motion pictures taken dur- 
ing the great flood last spring.

How cosmopolitan is the 
population of the Volga Valley was 
made evident in the visits to the cities 
of Kazan, Astrakhan and Baku, where 
Persians, Kalmuks, Khirgez and other 
Orientals constitute a large proportion 
of the populace. 

One of the interesting scenes photo- 
graphed by Mr. Newman’s motion pic- 
ture camera during his stay in Vladi- 
kavas was the great demonstration 
which took place when news was re- 
ceived of the assassination of the So- 
viet ambassador to Poland.

Commander of Britain’s Hosts 


in World War Succumbs 
suddenly at 66. 


RANKED AMONG FIRST 
OF NATION’S WARRIORS 


Flood of Tributes From Lead- 


ers of Allies Pours in on 
Marshal’s Family. 


London, Jan. 30 (A.P.).—Earl Doug- 
las Haig, one of the most outstanding 
of the military leaders during the 
World War, died suddenly here today, 


his heart weakened by war strain. 
The commander in chief of the 


British armies in France and Belgium. 


whose name is linked with that of 
Marshal Foch, of France, and Gen. 
Pershing, of the United States, in the 
victory over Germany, was 66 years old. 

With his death Great Britain bowed 
her head in sorrow at the passing of 
the man who led her kKing-emperor's 
forces to victory across the shell-torn 
battlefields of Flanders. Field Marshal 
Haig had received his call from the 
Great Gommander in Chief shortly 
after midnight and with his death the 
empire lost one whom military experts 
place in the first rank of England's 
soldiers. 

Today the nation was paying tribute 
to its hero. Old St. Paul's Cathedral 
with its thousand hallowed. memories 
probably will be the last resting place 
of the marshal. A definite decision 
had not been made tonight, but St. 
Paul's has come to be regarded as Eng- 
land’s Hall of Fame for her military 
leeaders, and if Earl Haig is buried in 
‘this ancient house of worship he will 
lie in the company of the Duke of 
Wellington, Lords Roberts, Wolsey and 
Napier and Sir Henry Wilson, as well 
as other distinguished fighters. It is 
possible that Marshal Foch, generalis- 
simo of the allied. armies in France at 
the end of the World War, and King 
Albert of Belgium, with whom Earl 
Haig was so closely associated during 
the world conflict, will come to London 
to give a last salute to their comrade 
in arms. Hundreds of other famous 
men and women aiso will pay homage 
at his bier. 


Active in Veteran Relief, 


Earl Haic died of heart disease 
caused by war strain and so he passed 
on as truly a victim of the confilct as 
though he had fallen on the field of 
battle. Death came suddenly and un- 
expectedly at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. W. G. Jameson, at Prince’s Gate. 
Countess Haig was not with him, as 
she was visiting friends. 

His youthful heir, 10-year-old George 
Alexander. is ill at the Haig home in 
Bemersyde. This lad, who now assumes 
his father’s distinguished title, was a 
child of the war, being born early in 
1918, during that heart-breaking crisis, 
to the British, when the British armies, 
commanded by his father, were retreat- 
ing under the terrible German on- 
slaught which for a time appeared 
might spell the downfall of the allies. 

The official médical statement on 
Earl Haig’s death reads: 

“The cause of death was sudden heart 
failure, the result of the effects of the 
war and previous tropical and cam- 
paigning services on the heart muscles-” 

A postmortem examination was con- 
ducted and it was decided that no in- 
quest was necessary 

The King’s regulations for military 
burial require that pall bearers shall all 
be of the same rank as the deceased 
officer. In Earl Hatg’s case therefore 
the pall bearers must be chosen the 
following field marshals—the Duke of 
Connaught, Lord Methuen, Lord Plum- 
er.

RESTORE WAKEFIELD. 


The commission in charge of the celebration 
“of Lhe 200th anniversary of Washington’s birth 
‘is casting about for a suitable program, 

The restoration of Washington’s birthplace 
at Waketield and the building of a modern 
road to the place, at the cost of the United 
States, would be most appropriate in connec- 
tion with the national establish a 
lasting memorial, 

So Jong as the birthplace of George Wash- 

‘Shaczton lies a ruin, inaccessible in a tangle of 
weeds and underbrush, the Nation makes itself 
tidiculous when it blazons forth its 
to his memory. 

Devoted students of Wakefield have found 
the ruins of the old home, and have obtained 
sufficient knowledge of the structure to enable 
an experienced architect to draw up plans for 
its reconstruction. The place and the house 
can be made beautiful at small expense. A 
modern highway should be constructed to con- 
nect with the road from Fredericksburg and 
the ferry across the Potomac. If the Nation 
were really determined to do something not- 

. able that would facilitate the study of Wash- 
ington and his environment it would build a 
fine boulevard from Washington to Mount 
Vernon and thence Wakefield.

ELECTRICITY AND GROWTH, 


Now that a German scientist, one Herr 
lritsche, has demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of other scientists that alectricity can 
dragged out of the atmosphere and made the 
servant of man in the stimulation of vegetable 
growth, there are indications that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture may become interested. 

_ But it seems to require foreign initiative to 
stir American scientists to activity in making 
researches of this character.

It was claimed by the inventor that 
plant life would be stimulated by his device 
and that it would rid the land of all sorts of 
insects, from potato bugs to corn borers, The 
manager of the farm reported to The Post that 
he was convinced of thervalue of the discovery.

vegetable growth but destroyed insect life.

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McKENNA ON THE DOLLAR, 


For a long time past nothing occurring in 
ithe world of finance has so thoroughly upset 
-and aroused British bankers and commercial 

interests generally as the recent statement of 
“Reginald McKenna, to the effect that the world 
‘is no longer gold standard, but ona 
-doHar basis, McKenna is not a man to say 
- things lightly. He is by way of being some- 
thing of a financial magnate himself. He has 
«been chancellor of the British exchequer, and 
-he is now chairman of the Midland Bank,, one 
‘of the “big five.’ 
His claim that the dollar fixes the price of 
gold, rather than the other way around, im- 
plies that the value of the dollar is no longer 
determined by the great gold hoard housed in 
the United States. If that premise is once ad- 
mitted, all that has been diniicd into our ears 
about America’s being ultimately compelled to 
‘ask other countries to desist from flooding her 
with gold goes for naught. It becomes merely 
a contingent threat, of neither swhstance nor 
force.

On March 15 the Federal Radio Commission 
will lose its status aS a control body unless in 
the meantime Congress passes legislation ex- 
tending its life. Senator C. C, Dill, of Wash- 
ington, has introduced such legislation, and it 
is hoped that consideration of his measure can 
be obtained shortly. The Dill legislation takes 
the form of four amendments to the radio act,

The American Bar Association, afler vear

details have not as yet been made pyblic, al- 
though arrangements have been made to bring 
the platform, in the form of a declaration of 
policy concerning the prevention and disposi- 
tion of industrial controversies, before the 
public in a series of hearings starting the 
middle of February, 

It is known that the declaration contains a 
clause calling for the establishment of a na- 
tional industrial council to handle industrial 
disputes, Peaceful adjustment and prevention 
would be promoted by encouraging the making 
of voluntary contracts by organizations of em- 
ployers and organizations of Workingmen for 
the adjustment of their relations through nego- 
tiations and arbitration, legal machinery being 
set up to the contracts, 

In theory, of course, such a scheme appears 
to be thoroughly practicable. Let there be no 
more labor disputes; let differences between 
employes and employers be ironed out in arbi- 
tration and negotiation, and there will 
further cause for strikes. Yet, in practice> for 
this scheme already has found widespread 
utilization, another story frequently is told, 
It is easy to look upon industrial disputes, 
when they do not exist, dispassionately and 
to work out countless schemes for their pre- 
vention, but just as easy to cast them aside 
in the heat and misunderstandings 
threatened strike. | 

In time a way will be found to prevent 
wasteful interruption in industry, and. until 
all phases of the Bar Association’s plan have 
been examined, it is not fair to assert that it 
will fail.

Dr. 8S. M. Johnson, chairman of the 


American Motorists Association, last

For Boulevards Near Here. 


“Under the Browne bill,” said Dr. 
Johnson, “$20,300,000 will be provided 
for Federal use for boulevards within 
the regional area of Washington lying 
in Virginia and Maryland. Probably 
half of this amount would be expended 
in Virginia, and this will be additional 
to the funds provided for the construc- 
tion of the Mount Vernon boulevard. 

“With this money a splendid begin- 
ming could be made of the construction 
of the Lee boulevard on the 200-foot 
right of way, deeds to which are now 
being taken, and a boulevard could be 
built to Great Falls. Construction 
could be started in the two counties of 
Maryland on the Washington-Baltimore 
section of the Bar Harbor-Miami boule- 
vard. In addition to the funds for the

Material Sold to France. 


The money which would become 
available under the bill, would be that 
amount equivalent to the value of road- 
building material promised by Congress 
at the end of the war, but which was 
.in French warehouses, and which was 

sold to France owing to the fact that 
the order placing it at the disposal of 
the States was not received untill after 
negotiations for the sale of the sup- 
plies had. been concluded, according to 
Dr. Johnson. 

' ‘The money which France owes on the 
purchase of these materials, Dr. John- 
son said, is entirely separate from the 
war loans, and he asserted that France 
has never objected to paying this 
amount in full, having, since the sale 
Was made, continued regular payment 
of interest. 

Johnson said that his organiza- 
tion has letters from fifteen governors

In the writing of “Saturday's Chil- 
dren”—a title suggestive of the old 
rhyme, “Saturday’s child must work for 
a living’—Maxwel: Anderson hit hap- 
pily upon a‘theme distinctly Ameri- 
can and at the same time universal. 
He portrays the trials and tribulations 
that beset young wayfarers on the 
sometimes troubled waters of matri- 
mony; the outgrowth. unfortunately, of 
bills presented by the well-known con- 
tributors of life’s necessaries, the 
butcher, the baker and the electric 
light company. 

Ruth Gordon, the girl Washington 
adopted as its own when she laid aside 
a cértain role in one of the Booth 
Tarkington plays, “Seventeen,” and 
stepped forth as a feather-brained 
flapper in “Mrs. Partridge Presents—.,” 
occupies the center of the stage at the 
Belasco. In the Ancerson play, she is 
Bobby, a mental lightweight, who 
comes at last to the altar and from 
there through the vicissitudes of matri- 
mony to a great realization of what 
it all means. Naturally, there is charm 
in the Gordon manner, in the attitude 
she assumes to “put over” Bobby; for 
that is the way of Ruth Gordon. There 
is no «ther child of the stage just like 
her. Fortunately, for all concerned, the 
role she here essays fits her like a 
glove. 

The play’s motif, if such it can be 
called, is based on a view of a real 
cross-section of American life seen 
without the invisible rose—or  per- 
chance,, blues—spectacles through 
which nearly all of us unconsciously 
peer out upon the passing show of 
events. It is as realistic as Main Street, 
without the latter’s boresome prolixity. 

To bring out that realism, Mr. Ander- 
son has created the character of Flor- 
rie Sands, Bobby’s elder married sister, 
who is the mouthpiece through which 
the background of the action is vocal- 
ized. It is Ruth Hammond as Florrie, 
who, with all an elder sister's bossineas, 
lets the male portion of the audience 
in upon a few secrets of the feminine 
view of marriage among those to whom 
the hard facts of economics loom large. 
Fiorrie advises Bobby and the _ world 
that it is easy for a girl to get married 
before she is 25 but “try and do it” 
afterward. Florrie stages the im- 
promptu melodrama through which 
Bobby actually wins the man who hap- 
pens at that time to occupy the center 
of her affections. 

The object of this devotion, inc!- 
dentally, is “Rims” O'Neil, played 
cleverly by Humphrey Bogart, an argu- 
ment on the part of the author that 
a drugstore cowboy may turn out al! 
right after all if he gets’enough hard 
knocks, 

With the eternal conflict between 
romance and reality as a remote back- 
ground for the rather sordid - detalls 
of the everyday life of the lower middle 
classes,*the author has worked out a 
piece that is a triumph of craftman- 
ship. For it is the way the story is 
told and staged that has made it a 
success. The plot, tf stated badly, 
would seem the essence of triteness; 
but that fact is not realized while the 
play is in progress. The second act, and 
the finale in the third act, are particu- 
lar instances of the skill with which 
the dialogue and action are handled. 
These two touches are real'y master- 
pieces of stage craft and technique. 

This review should not end without 
a tribute to Anne Tonetti, in the role of 
Mrs. Gorlik, the landlady. A disciple 
of Freud would say she must have a 
whole storehouse full of inhibitions 
and suppressions. The purely physical 
aspects of this character presentation 
rival the efforts of Lon Chaney.

The International Financial Commission, referred to 
above, was formed in 1898 to control the collection of 
and to administer the revenues assigned to the service of 
certain Greek Government Loans.
